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(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To make it possible to increase the specific 
resistance of the title magnetic composite material 
while necessary permeability is being secured by a 
method wherein specific spherical magnetic powder and 
solid-state particulate resin binder are dry-mixed, they 
are filled in a die, a direct powder-molding is 
conducted in the cold work applying specific surface 
pressure of 2t/cm^. 

CONSTITUTION: Spherical magnetic powder, having the 
ratio of building volume to lot of 55 to 95% against the 



entire magnetic composite material and average grain 
diameter of 50 to 300|am, and a resin binder are 
dry-mixed, and after the mixed powder has been filled in 
a die, a direct powder molding operation is conducted in 
the cold work applying the surface pressure higher than 
2t/cm^, and the mixed powder is compacted. As a result, 
a magnetic composite material, with which a large-sized 
magnetic composite material tabular plate body, having a 
permeability (^) of 50 or higher, specific resistance of 
0.001cm or higher, tensile strength of 2kg/cm2 or higher 
and area of 250cm2 wider, is formed, can be 
obtained. As a result, specific resistance can be 
increased while necessary permeability is being secured. 
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
